The  exasperated  Peer  suspecting  his  wife’s  infidel¬ 
ity,  follows  her  in  disguise  to  the  masquerade,  and 
from  thence  to  the  bagnio,  bursts  open  the  bed-room 
door,  and  attacks  the  spoiler  of  his  honour,  with  a 
sword,  but  neglects  his  own  guard,  and  is  mortally 
wounded.

The  last  sad  scene  is  in  the  house  of  her  father, 
to  which  site  returned  after  her  husband’s  death,  and 
taking  the  h®rrid  resolution  of  ending  her  days  by 
poison,  she  puts  it  in  execution  by  bribing  her  father’s 
servant  to  procure  her  a  dose  of  laudanum.  Close  to 
the  phial  upon  the  floor,  Hogarth  has  judiciously 
placed  Counsellor  Sihertongue  s  last  dying  speech ,  to 
shew  that  he  also  received  the  punishment  he  so  justly 
deserved.
